Avonue,

Tur member of Select Councll who recently
“lald before thut boldy a stalement relative (o
the valuation of the property at Landing
avenue, had, we are assured, no intention to
impeach the integrity nor ioterlers uune-
cossarily with the private interests of any of
the owners, fle honestly believed that the
awird made by the jury appointed to assess
the damages sustainod by the owners of the
ground by reason of its being selocted and
appropriated by the City Government for pab-
lic use, is, in the aggeegate, excessive! and
s0 bolleving, it was clearly his doty Lo take
such steps as might be required to protect
the people of Philadelphis against payviog for
the land In question more than it waz really
worth, His action in the premises doss not
of itsell sct aside the award, but only snojects
it to areview, of which the legitimate effect
will be to confirm the award if right, or to
disoflirm It it wrong, None can possibly bo
injured by this proceed'ng, provided it be
conducted, us we have no doubt it will b,
with no other purpose than to ascertain the
truth and to do justice to all conzerned,

The inguiry, of course, 15, whedher the jury
in Oxing the price to be paid for u by the
¢ityv, and for which the citizens are to be
taxed to ralse the amonunt, did or 4'd not
overestimate the value of the property ¢ We
have previously remacked that the assessmoent
of real estare for taxation 1s, generally e -
ing, below, and 1 soma ‘nstances very much
below, Its real values: and that, accordingly, it
should not be relied upon as o eriterion of
valuation when anv particular plece of real
estate 18 taken ior public nse, Nevertheless,
when, as in the present ense, n small strip of
land that has paid (axes on a basis of ity
thousand dollars is suddeuly app alsed at
four hundred and elghty-six thousana ona
hundred and o'noty-nine dollars, alter the
city has proposed to appropriate it lor munict-
pal purposes, the diserapancy in fthe two
valuations 1s surely ereat enoueh to demand
judicial inguisition,

There are some facts touching this matter
that have come to our knowledge, and which
we deem it but right and proper to communi-
cate to the public. Ib valuing private pro-
perty taken for publie use, the jurles to assess
the damage. to be paid by the city shoald be
gelected with special care, Uhey should con-
slst of men whose honesly Is not only incor-
ruptible, but who are eminently gualilled by
experience nad inte ligence to discharge the
duty for which they are chosen. Now it hap-
pens that the jury appointed to value the pro-
perty at Landing avenue was composed ol
one drugg'st, one carpenter, three clerks, and
one gardener. It would seem that such par-
sons, judging from their voeations merely,wers
certainly not the mest competent judzes taat
might have been employed to appraise real
estate. It is true that they held flcy-fiva
mestings, attended by counsel for the owners
of the property and the ciby; that they vislted
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they can secure a stretch of country of not
only far greater area, but which would, If
ndded to Fairmount Park, form one of the
most magnificent and beautiful public plea-
sure grounds to be found anywhere in the
world,

It s not our prevines, nor are we disposed,
to partteularly criticize the award of the jury
in this case. The court having jurisdiction of
the matter, and the City Solicitor, will, no
doubt, pertorm that duty very effoctually.
But we may sy, since the facta are within
our knowledge, that while the awards made
by the jury are nearly correct and air
in some instances, they are enormously
uniair  in  others, Thera is  offelal
warrant for saying that one award for
£70025 should pot oxceed $20,000; that
another for $£3887708 ghould not exceed
#£14.000; and that a third for $02,000 should
not excced $50,000! The report ol the jory
is open to many similnr exceptions ot less
magnitude |

It is not our business to cxplain why cor-
tnin pleces of property are estimated far
above their real value, and others not. The
jury chosen to assess them all must answer
that question, and they will probably be com-
pelled to give anaccount of their stewardship,
In tho meanwhile we Lave thought it our duty
to call public attention to the subjact; to
ascertain and publish such facts regardiog it
us the preas may properly disclose; and to let
it be understood, generally, that in a ease ol
s0 much consequence to the tax-payera of
Philadelphia we shall not. if we can help 1t,
allow ipjustice 1o be done them without
timely exposare and protost,

A Unilorm Militia System.

{ Tue experienco of the late civil war has

taught our people and statesmen many im
portant lessons, and not the least important
of them is, the imperfectness ol our present
wilitia system, and the necessity for a better
one, ‘This matter has hitherto beea lett with

| the several States, aud the consequence has

been, as might naturally have been expected,
a renernd peglect ol the subject. In soms of
the States the laws respecting milicary service
were much mote stringent than i othoers,
though in none was any complele me-
thod of organization and practice devised or
euforced.  The fine for nou complinuce with
nll statute provisions touching the matter was
so frifling, that most persons preferred to
incur aod pay it rather. than attend a militia
muster; and the result was, that what but
few citizens thought worth attention fell into
universal disrecard and contempt.

This was altogelther wrong, especially in
a republic whose policy bas ever been op-
posed to the malntenance of a large standing
army. It has been our boast that the United
States can sulely rely for defense on its militia,
sguinst either domestic insurrection or foreign
invesion; and we have, thus far, managed
pretty well to pass suoceesstully  through
the few contests that hiave tried that theory
since the Revolution to the wresent time. But
it most be ¢on'essed that our different wars
would probably aave been less expensive and
of shurter daration, if we had been better pro-

| pared for them in respect of a competent body

And
it Is to be hoped that Congress will earefully
consider this subject, and meot ita requlrh-
ments with all that perfectness of detail and
barmony of general plan which the exigency
so urgently demands,

President JAcK#0X, who wns & man of
large military talent and experience, sald, in
his flisl Inauenral address, “that the balwark
of our defense 15 the npational militia, which,
in the present state of our intelligince and
population, must render us inviocible, As
long ns our Government is administered for
the gool of the people, anl ls regulated by
their will§ as long as it secures to us the rights
of person and property; and so long as it s
worth defending, a patrniotie miliiia will eover
it with an impenetrable ogis. Partial Inju-
rice and occaslonal mortifications we may ba
subjoeted to; but a million of armed treomen
possessed of the means of war, can never be
conguered by a foreign foe. In any just
system, therefore, ealealated to strengthen
this nutional safeguard or the country, I shall
cheerfully lend all the aid in my power.”
TLese were the sentiments of a soldier and
statesman who folly underatood the great
value of an eflicient national militia system;
and the present Congress <hould not adjourn
without supplying shat part of our political
econemy which Lhe opinions of enlighteasd
jublicists and the lessons of exparience con-
cur n persuading ug to regacd as ol vigal
importance.

duties of actual martial conflict, It was too
late to remedy the defect then, though none
. falled to realize and deplore it.  Let ue, there-
